Secretary J . R . R ip p e y said to a 
D e M OCRAT reporter that the num ­ 
ber of entries m ade to date had far 
exceeded his expectations, and that, 
the weather perm itting, the fair 
will be of such a character that it 
will long linger in the memories of 
those who visit it. 
B efore the gates were 
opened 
visitors and those who have exhib­

noon there w as a fair attendance 
on the grounds for the first day. 
N ecessarily everything w as in a 
som ew hat 
unsettled 
state today, 
but by afternoon most of the ex­ 
hibits had been placed in position 
and affairs were running smoothly.

A hat was found near the 
river, to which was a note pur­ 
porting to have b een written b y 
Rogers, in which he said he had 
nothing to live for. 
A n inquest 
was 
held uefore Justice J . T. 
Shurtleff. 
B oyd P erhim testified that Mrs. 
Rogers 
offered 
him $500, 
the 
a m m n t of her husb and’s insurance, 
if f 
would go to Hoosic Corners 
anci do away with him. 
He re­ 
fused. 
H e then said Rogers was enticed 
to M organ’s grove b y his wife and 
Levi Perham. 
Pretending to show 
him a trick with ropes, Levi suc­ 
ceeded in b inding Rogers’ hands 
and feet, and when in this helpless 
condition 
Mrs. Rogers 
chloro­ 
formed her husb and and then they 
threw his b ody into the river. 
The testimony created a terrib le 
sensation, b ut was increased when 
Levi Perham took the stand and 
confessed that what his b rother 
had sworn to was true in every 
way. 
The arrest followed immediately 
and Sheriff Nash went to the grove 
and found the ropes and the b ottle 
which contained the chloroform. 
It is alleged that Miss Bates pur­ 
chased the chloroform for Mrs. 
Rogers, knowing at the time what 
use was to b e made of it.
